AVould it not 
be good policy for the United Stutes 
after tbe lute experience to wind up 
this affair with Spain and settle it for 
all time before she worms around and 
perhaps draws us into complications 
with Germany, Austria 


The Heaviest Thliisr In «J»e World. 
The heaviest thing iu the world is the 


metal osmium, tho bluish white metal 
with violet Instcr which Mr. Smithson 
Tennant discovered 90 years ago in the 
residua from dissolved platinum ores. 
This metal baa r. specific gravity of 88.- 
477; 
that of gold being 19.265; lead, 


11.807; ircm, 7.79, and lithium, the 
lightest, only O..TJ-I. 


The French chemist, .Toly, determined 


that oemirim is likewise the most in- 
fusible of metals. It could never be 
made to yield to tho oxyhydrogen flame 
which inako.s platiunni and irridinm 
rnu like water, but Joly has been sub- 
jecting osmium to the exclusively high 
temperature of tho electric arc which 
Aloissnn has of lato employed cnocessfnl- 
ly in the manufacture of diamonds. 


Under this fierce heat tho rare metal, 


ruthenium, which used, to be deemed all 
but infusible, readily molts, but osminra 
remains refractory, thero being apparent- 
ly only tho faintest traces of fusion. On 
this account osmium cannot be prepared 
in anfflcieut quantities to make it very 
uselnl in the artf>, but its alloy with ir- 
ritlium, which defies the acids, is of 
some valuo, nothing better having been 
found wherewith to tip gold pens. Be- 
ing nonmagnetic, its employment for 
tho bearings of the milliner's compass 
has betm advocated,—Popular Science 
Monthly.

BALDWIN HOTEL DESTROYED. 


One of San Franclico't Most Noted C»r- 


nvananrics Burned to tlie Ground. 
At 0:35 o'clock yesterday morning 


tbe Baldwin Hotel was discovered on 
fire and as the flames spread rapidly 
alarm after alarm waa turned in so 
that every available man and machine 
in tbe flre department was called to 
duty. The fire started inthekitoben 
department situated in tbe basement 
of tbe building on the Eddy street aide 
and rapidly found ita way to the upper 
floors of the building. 
Thei'e were 


nearly eight hundred people, guests 
and employea, in 'the hotel when the 
flre broke out and that the Ions of life 
was not great ia indeed wonderful, 
Tha people in the hotel were vapidly 
awakened and hurried out of the build- 
ing, many half clad and many in their 
night clothes. Some had to be dragged 
from their beds aud carried out of the 
burning building. People were dazed 
and stupefied with smoke and it was 
difficult to get them out of the house, 
or prevent them from i-eturniutj to 
their rooms after getting them i ' i i i > the i 
passageways aud Imlla. A panic rugncfl 
notwithstanding every etfoit waa uinde 
to preveut it. Crowds of pdcplu unto- 
ered lu the i-t.-eeta even at that e.iriy 
hour aud before the 
police b-ici a 


ouaoce to strptch the rop«*. For yt-ms 
tbe Baldwin has been regarded by the 
fire department aa tlio tnott dangerous 
flre trap ia tbt» city and tho Kuests were 
hunied to the 
windows that they 


might mak« their escape by laddeia 
and flre escapes rather than to risk the 
attempt of escaping by tbe stairways, 
some of which the flames had already 
commenced to devour. Tlitt firemen 
adjusted ladders and rescued many 
people ID this way. 
Some of tbe 


frigutened guesta were on the point of 
leaping from tbe windows, but were 
cautioned by the crowd below. An ex- 
plosion occurred in the theater part of 
tbe building which caused that portion 
to cave in and tbe electric lights were 
extinguished. This made the work of 
reacueall tbe more difficult as there 
were many persons ou the upper floors 
and in the dark corridors, running 
back and forth screaming for help. 


The streams of thirty engines were 


pouring on the blazing building, but 
seemed to. have little effect. Through 
the rifts of amoke and flame people 
could be seen clinging to the attic cor- 
nice

besitation with which gunpowder was 
taken up by the great noblea. Not only 
did it take mute a cwUijr to iapuliM- 
ize huutara with, it, but the evidence 
tliat has come down to us ehows that 
the hniobla olasEes were the first to use 
it for shooting game. Maximilian, ar- 
dent eporteman that he was, tells ue 
himself that he could iboot farther and 
with greater accuracy with his cross- 
bow than his keeper could with the fire 
tube. 


To prove this be tells us the well 


known etory of a cei tain chamois stand- 
ing at a distance of 300 fathoms, which 
after being pronounced a%«too far oft by 
bis henchman, who was armed with 
one of the first sporting firearms men- 
tioned in print, comes' tumbling down, 
pierced at the first attempt, by the em- 
peror's bolt. Prom other sources we 
learn of strict measures being adopted 
to prevent poachers and "wood loafers" 
using firearms, and this at a period 
when princes Etill used the cumbrous 
crossbow and spear. It was only in the 
last quarter of the sixteenth oentary 
that firearms had ousted other weapons 
for certain forms of the chase, the deei 
battue lieintf among the latter.— PaJJ 
Mall Magazine. 


Smoklncr In Korea. 


In Korea all men and women smoke. 


They begin early. Tho pipe is a brass 
bowl, with a rood stem four feet long 
and a brats, umber or glass mouthpiece. 
Accidents of ton occtir from persons fall- 
iug with a long pipe In the mouth, the 
stem of which is driven down the throat 
through the cheflk or into the palate. 
During the "reform period," after the 
Japan-Cliinn war, long pipes were for- 
bidden to the common people, and they 
turned to cigarettes, which have be- 
come rooted iu tlio popular affection. 
Native cigarettes, which (ire of poor 
quality, sell for 1 cent gold for 20, Lit- 
tle cigars of cigarette size sell for 14 
cents gold per 100. 


American cigarettes are used exclu- 


sively in the palace, and thousands of 
them ure smoked there. This inakas 
them popular with tho upper classes, 
and tho consumption of them is very 
grent. Tho beat of them cost 1 cent 
gold each. The import duty on cigars 
and cigarettes is 20 per cant ad valorem; 
bnt, in spito o£ this, the American 
nmnfacturers arc gradually coming into 
control'of tbemarliot.— Otfeago Times-
